H OW to knowe the felicitic or infelicitic of the 


Spirite,&'the nature of the ſame,you mult looke 

in the place of Mercuric and of the Moone, the 

Planet chat in theſe two places hath moſt digni- 
ties, ſhall be ſignifier of the ſpirite. The which if it be Sa- 
eurne well diſpoſed, ſhall ſGignifie the man of a great and

If Mercurie bee forcunate , it gyues good vnderſt 
ding, good memorie, great 1+ ogra em great ſubtiltic 
of ſpytite, good diſcourſe of reaſon, full of wit, very ape 
to know the Mathematicals, and the ſecretes of nature; it 
makes the man a Poet, an Orator, well ſpoken , writing 
well, and a great trader. Ifit be cuill diſpoſed , jt makes 
him preſumpteous,of little knowledge,with great cſtima- 
tion of his perſon, inconſtane, alyer, a mocker , a decei- 
uer ordinarily, fine, fantaſticall, and vicious. 

If ic be the Moone that is fartunate , ſhee maketh him 
that is borne, pacified, modeſt,of good hart, or good will, 
and cafic to endure any thing that one will doe.

IFit be within the fift, ieprofits to be 
a good Dauncer,a good Player, to bee braue , gracious, 
pleaſant and delightfull , and ſometims to be voluptu- 
ous :alwayes well, becauſe of God-fathers and God-mo- 
chers, and, of theyr proper chyldren; or becauſe of gyfts, 
or to make ſome voyage and doe ſome embaſlage. Th 
things that come appertaining to brauery and volupte- 
ouſneſſe,and making ready dehcates,odours & perfumes, 
of thys houſe they very ſuddainly draw theyr profite. IF 

the ſayd fignificator be in the ſixe well placed, hee ſhall 
make his profite in nouriſhing, and buying and ſelling of 
Sheepe, mutrons, and other ſmall beaſtes,or ſhall become 
rich by the diligence and faithfulneſle of his ſeruaunts;or 
ſhall gaine by the exerciſe of Phiſicke.

You maſt alſo hauc regard to the aſpefts 
which are made in the reuolutionifthey be like ro then 
of the natiuity : for that ſhal be a renning ofthe effes of 
the ſaid aſpeRts. F Kliun 1 
And you mult not forget the chaunging of the places. 
For if a happy Planner bee in the reuotution in the place 
where an euill Plance was inthe nariuiry, che cuill fignih- 
ed by the ſayd cuill Planet in the nativitie, ſhall be defer- 
redthat yeere by the preſence of the happy Planct. ' To 
the contrary,if a 'Planet promiſe any good fortuncin the 
natſuitie, and in bys place in the reuolution be any ynfor- 
tunate Plance, the fame good fignifyed in the narivitic, 
ſhalbe diminiſhed in the reuolutis,or bt by reaſon of the 
faidill fortune, The miſ-fortune in the places of miſ-for- 
tune augmentcth the ecuill, che good fortunes in the pla- 
ces of good fortune, augmenteth the good fortune. 

For to iudge of the ſaid conſiderations, you mult haue 
recourleto that which we haue ſayde in the two- former 
Bookes of general} and particuler ſiznifications of the - 
Houſes, Signes, Plancts, aſpects, & particuler ſituations 
of the Planets in ſignes and houſes/: hauing alwaies be- 
fore your yes, the diſpoſition of ſtarres in the figure of 
the natiuicie. For if a Planer be in the natiuity greatly vn- 
fortunate, and inthe reuolution well diſpoſed, it cannot 
much profite becauſe of the firſt infelicity. 

Likewiſe you muſt iudge ofthoſe which bee fortunate 

in natiuities, which being vnfortunate in reuolucions, do 

no great damage. There be ſome that contemplate here- 

yn other things,the which by experience I hauc 
n found vhprofitable, falſe, and ſuperfluous. 
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
